We can now confirm the failure 
of the military government- 
favored Republic People's Party 
to win a majority in the lower 
house. In the Senate, followers 50X1 
of the ]ate Mender es appear to 
hold a majority. The prospect 
of coalition government, and the - 
obvious popular disapproval of 
the military Junta and its 
execution of Menderes may impel the 
junta to break its promise to 
return the country to civilian 
rule. This possibility is heightened 
by an apparent reconciliation of 
the junta with its dissident 
radical faction of younger officers 
who favor prolong ed military rule.

He is described by Ambassador 
Walmsley as "more aggressive 
and nervous than we have seen 
him before".

There appears to have been a crisis over the weekend 
within the Syrian ruling group, with Revolutionary 
Command, other army elements, and civilian cabinet members 
variously opposed on such issues as xelations with the 
UAR and socialization versus denationalization. While 
things have calmed down for the moment, a political up- 
heaval appears merely to have been postponed. 

B. Poland — in doubt over continued PL-480 supplies— has concluded- 
arrangements to make up its grain deficit for the year ending 
next June by additional purchases' from Canada and Finland. 

C. Salazar has stated he expects rebellion in Mozambique after 50X1 
Tanganyika achieves independence in December. 

D. Souvanna now plans to go to Luang Prabang on Wednesday, 
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
